The  fire  was  found  to  be  at  the  resi¬ 
dence  pf  Mr.  J  F.  Brown  on  Gates  Ave 
near  Mountain  Ave.,  and  was  occasioned 
by  an  explosion  of  gasoline  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  firing  of  the  tank.  The  extin¬ 
guishers  were  used;  a  bucket  line  formed; 
and  after  an  hour's  hard  work  the  fire 
was  extinguished,  without  any  especial 
damage  outside  of  the  tank.

The  Teachers’  Committee  recommended 
the  employment  of  Mrs.  8.  J.  Churchill 
as  teacher  of  music,  at  a  salary  of  $8u0 
for  the  balance  of  the  year.  Mrs.  Church¬ 
ill  has  been  employed  for  a  number  of 
years  in  the  public  schools  of  Montclair, 
where  she  has  gained  great  success. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr. 
J.  B.  Dunbar,  was  read  as  follows  : 

1  he  total  enrollment  in  the  school  for 
the  month  ending  Friday,  Sept  28,  was 
829,  distributed  as  follows  :  High  school. 
42;  Grammar  school,  329;  Centre  Prima¬ 
ry,  215;  Brookside,  86;  Berkeley,  157  The 
average  attendance  for  the  entire  school 
was  735.  or  89  per  cent.  The  total  of  half¬ 
day  absences  was  1,790,  the  smallest  ag¬ 
gregate  reported  for  any  month  during 
the  last  two  years.  The  teachers  have  beep 
urged  to  use  all  possible  means  to  reduce 
the  usual  number  of  absences  and 
tardinesses.  No  detailed  report  is  made  of 
the  causes  of  the  absences  for  ijhis  month 

The  2d,  bd,  and  5th  Grammar  classes, 
also  the  4th  class  at  Berkeley  have  been 
crowded  considerably  beyond  fche  seating 
capacity  of  the  rooms.  In  the  third 
Grammar  class  the  pressure  has  been  re 
lieved  by  transferring  14  of  the  pupils  to 
Miss  Whipple’s  care.  In  the  other  clashes 
the  excess  still  remains. 

The  class  work  in  all  departments  of 
the  school  has  been  remarkably  good 
during  the  rnbnth.  The  pupils  generally 
are  applying  themselves  faithfully,  and 
the  outlook  seems  in  this  respect  very 
encouraging.  For  a  time  after  the  open- 
pf  the  schcol  the  general  management 
seemed  quite  difficult,  but  the  trouble  has 
apparently  disappeared
